ture in course of erection at 57 West Forty- 
sixth street. . 

The steel framework had been erected as 
far as the eleventh floor and the structure 
was swarming with ironworkers, masons, 
and laborers. Without a moment's warning 
the upper floor sagged and collapsed, and 
the whole framework went down with &. 
gtinding noise and a crash that washeard 


‘for blocks. 


A part of the huge steel frame crashed into 
the rear of the Hotel Patterson on West 
Forty-seventh street, slicing off an end of 
the dining room killing Mrs. Ella Lacey 
Storrs, wife of Frank Storrs, a wealthy resi- 
dent of Rye, Westchester county. Mrs. 
Storrs was at luncheon with the wife of 
the Rev. Dr. Minot J. Samage, formerly of 
Chicago. 

Mrs. Dr. Minot J. Savage Escapes. 

' Mrs. Storrs, whose husband is in London, 
England, and Mrs. Savage were buried under 
the débris of the roofand walls, Mrs. Say- 
age barely escaped being struck, and her 
skirt was pinned to the floor by a mass of 
fallen bricks, Mrs. Storrs was breathing 
when extricated, but died within a few min- 
utes. The’ other persons in the dining robm 
escaped unhurt. 

The other occupants of the apartments 
rushed from the building. The Rev. Dr. 
Minot J. Savage was ill in his apartments in 
the front of the notat at the time of the 
collapse. 

Among those missing is Frank J. Allison of 
the Allison Realty company, tlie builders of | 
the hotel, who is known to have been in the 
building when it fell. Efforts to recover the 
bodies of the dead and rescue those impris- | 
oned in the wreck were begun by the firemen 
immediately after the crash, and the work 
of searching the ruins will be continued al) 
hight. Owing to the enormous mass of metal! 
wreckage days may elapse before all the 
bodies are recovered. — 


Overloaded Floors Cause Crash. 

The cause of the disaster was the overicad- 
ing of the floors. Foreman James Halpin, 
in charge of the fronworkers, stated that 
there was a large quantity of cement and 
other building material on the fifth floor 
and that on the ninth floor were eighty-three 
iron beams which were to have been used in 
constructing the remaining floors of the 
building.

MORMONS UPHOLD 
PLURAL MARRIAGE 


President Smith Gives Serisa- 
tional Testimony in Reed 
Smoot Inquiry Before — 
Senate Committee. 


SAYS HE IS A PROPHET. 


Evidence Lays Basis for Charge 
That the Senator from Utah 
Supports Doctrine of 
Polygamy. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.4-[Special.}— 
The president ahd a majority of the twelve 
apostles of the Mormon church believe in 
polygamy, notwithstanding the second reve- 
lation suspending the doctrine. 

United States Senator Réed Smoot is one 
of the twelve apostles of the Mormon church. 

The Mormon apostles believe that they are 
inspired and that they receive direct revela- 
tiins from God. 

‘Not more than 8 or 4 per cent of the mem- 


} bers of the Mormon church practice polyg- 


amy. 

Since 1889 the president of the Mormon 
church has no knowledge of any plural] mar- 
riage taking place. . 


Believes in Divine Revelation. 


The foregoing weré the principal points tn 
the tes‘ i:r omy given today by Joseph F. 
Smith, president of the Mormon church, be- 


| fore the senate committee on privileges and 


elections in the investigation of the protests 
against Reed Smoot retaining his seat asa 
senator from Utah.

jected to a searching examination. He wiil 
be a witness for several days and an effort 
will be made to lay bare the innermost secrets 
of the Mormon faith. 

President Smith in his testimony sald

revelation, and- that he himself had been 
visited with divine inspirations from God. 
directing him as to details in matters per- 
taining to the welfare of the church, though 
no angels had come to him as in the case of 
the revelation to his uncle, Joseph Smith 
dr., the founder of the church. He sub- 
scribed to the standard of authority for the 
church in relation to the revelation com- 
manding polygamy as made khown to the 
first president in a visit from “an ange] in 
black.” He alsd sald that he still believed 
in polygamy. | 


Admits He Is’ a. Prophet. 


The first questions asked brought out that 
| Mr--Gmith ts prestdent of the church was 
born in Missouri in 1838 and went to Utah in 
1848, and-alwayahasbeeninthechurch. 

Mr. Tayler, counsel for the Protestants, 
asked’ Mr. Smith if. he was a prophet, seer, 
and revelator.

ITS STREETS GIFT. 


Hammond, Ind., Fifty-Year 
Traction Franchise for Song. 


BRINGS STORM OF PROTEST. 


Railway Wins Grant from Council 
After Long Fight, 


The half century street car franchise in- 
cubus’ was loaded on Hammond, Ind., last 
night. After a year’s persistent fight. which 
has been the cause of various scandals and of 
much animosity toward certain members of 
the council, the suburb has surrendered te 
the blandishments of the traction interests. 

It is the Hammond, Whiting and East Chi- 
cago Street railway company which has won 
the fifty yearprize. The franchise practical- 
ly surrenders the streets of the growing city 
to the corporation. 


Means Heritage of Trouble, 

In return Hammond secures chiefly a herit- 
age of trouble, and the days of “ impotent 
regret are yet tocome., Finally the street 
car people consented as a “ mollifier”’ to 
give a bonus of $10,000 and to transfer to the 


value to be used in securing the location 
of neW industries. This slight concession in 
return for privileges of the most valuable 


the citizens that they have been “ worked ”’ 
by the clever agents of the corporation. 

This feeling became manifest immediately 
after the aldermen acted. As soon as the 
council, adjourned the independent labor 
party met in the chamber and denounced the 
transaction. Several speakers referred to 
the deal as a “ steal,” and it was proposed 
to appeal to the courts In an effort to set 
aside the grant. 

The aldermen defend themselves by de- 
claring the ordinance was approved by the 
citizens’ committee. 


Required Much Dealing. | 

The company has been trying during years 
to get the franchise without the payment of 
a bonus, and’ Mayor Knotts referred the 
matter to.a referendum committee of 100 
citizens. ‘They finally drafted a franchise 
satisfactory to the people, but the represen- 
tatives of the street rallway company re- 
fused to consider it. New amendments were 
offered, until the original document bears 
little resemblance to the ordinance passed 
last night. 

So strong was the opposition to the fran- 
chise that the aldermen long refused to 
consider it for fear of a mob in the council 
chamber. 

At length, with the glittering $10,000 as 
a municipal temptation, the council dared to 
act and the franchise bill was passed. 


KING LEOPOLD DENOUNCED 
BY DAUGHTER'S ATTORNEY. 


He. the Treatment of 
Princess 


{Br TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
BRUSSELS, March 2.—The héaring of the 
action of the foreign creditors of Princess 
Louise’ against King Leopold, in which 
Princess Stephanie also intervenes, claim- 
ing her inheritance under her mother’s will, 
was resumed in court today. Paul Janson, 
the well known radical leader, who is coun- 
sel for Princess Stephanie, vehemently de- 
clared it ought to be impossible for the 
daughter of the king to be obliged to apply 
to the courts for money to live upon. 

Recently the king suppressed Princess 
Stephanie's allowance of $10.000 on the 
pretext that she returned to Belgium to see 
her dying mother.

MARTIAL POWER AT STAKE 


ARBITRATE WHETHER THE MUSI- 
CIANS MUST OBEY OFFICERS. 


Authorities of First Regiment, Natjonal 
Guard, Meet Labor Leaders to Ar- 
range Settlement of the Question 

| Whether Enlisted Player Must Yield 
to Saperior or to Walking Delegate 
—~Trouble Dates Back to Centennial, 
When Men Refused to March. 


Labor leaders and military authorities met 
yesterday at 134 Van Buren street to arrange 
for arbitration of this question: 

Which shall be obeyed by the union mu- 
sician enlisted in a National guard regiment 
band—the order of the walking delegate or 
the order of his superior officer? 

Those present were Joseph N. Weber, presi- 
dent of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians; T. F. Kennedy, president of the Chica- 
go Federation of Musicians, with the board of 
directors; Maj. M. L. Funkhouser of the First 
regiment, Hikinois National guard, and Lieut, 
Col..J. M. Eddy of the First regiment. 


Trouble Due to, Centennial. 


The question grew out of the difficulty be- 
tween the First regiment officers and the 
union musicians during the centennial pa- 
rade last fall, in which the men refused to 
take part. A settlement is expected today. 

“We hardly toviched on the question 
itself,” said Maj. Funkhouser. “‘ We spent 
the morning trying to drill into the union 
men the fact that we must meet them as 
officers in the regiment, not as private citi- 
zens. 

“In this controversy the unions are wrong 
and they know they are. We do not care 
whether these men are cowboys or musi- 
cians; the question is, Will they obey? No 
consideration other than duty should con- 
trol the actions of an enlisted man.”’ | 


Union Leader Seeks Peace. 

President Weber arrived from Cincinnati 
in the morning. He said he would endeavor 
to settle the question while here. 

“A musician must belong to the federa- 
tion in arder to make a living,”’ he said. “ We 
control 98 per cent of the good players in 
the country. 

“The alternative which is given the union 
men in this matter is a hard thing to decide.

Miss Jane Addams of Hull house has re- 
signed formally from membership on the cit+ 
izens’ anti-crime committee. Her resigna- 
tion is said to be a protest against the course 
taken by certain members of the committee 
in connection with the inquiry into the meth- 
ods of state’s attorney Deneen’s office. 

Miss Addams is said to hold a high opinion 
of Mr. Deneen’s efficiency as a public offi- 
cial and of the manner in which his office has 
been conducted during the seven years of his 
incumbency. She is reported to have disap- 
proved strongly of the political turn given to 
the anti-crime committee by certain mem- 
bers involving the gubernatorial campaign. 

Her resignation from the committe is con- 
sidered an especially heavy blow.. Her prac 
tical knowledge of criminal and sociological 
conditions is said to be more extended and 
valuable than that of any other member, and 
‘she had been counted on as one of the strong- 
est workers in the anti-crime movement. She 
was chairman of the subcommitteeon paroles 
and pardons, and had been enthusiastic in 
planning for the work along that line.

Call on Illinois Associations to Form a 
State Federation for Mutual Protec- 
tion Against Encroachment—Strik- 
ing Messenger Boys to Be Accused of 
Violating Federal Court’s Injunc- 
tion —Ironworkers at Hegewisch 
Walk Ont Again.

The City railway admiringly views this 
triumph. It is now endeavoring to emulate | 
it. By patience it is trying to tire out the 
people. Its game is to wait and let its serv- 
ice deteriorate until the despérate commu- 
nity says: “ Make your own terms, only give 
us good service.” 

The policy of the south side company fre- 
quently has succeeded. But it has its dan- 
gers. It may be tried once too often. It 
would be a sad day for the City railway com- 
pany if it were to excite the cold, relentless 
anger of the community. There would be 
few traces of the corporation left after the 
struggle was over. 

It will be better for the traction company 
to cease playing experiments with the pa- 
tience of the.public and to get down to 
business. At present itis actively collecting 
nickels and is giving the payers of the nickels 
detestable service. That is a condition of 
things out of which the company makes 
money but to which the public will not sub- . 
mit indefinitely.

He had 
written in March, 1861, a letter addressed to 
“His Excellency, Jefferson Davis, Presi- 
dent of the Confederation of States,” intro- 
ducing a man who had an improvement in 
firearms. One hundred and seven years ago 
Senator Blount of Tennessee was expelled 
for taking part in a conspiracy to deliver 
New Orleans to the British. The city be- 
longed to Spain then, but it really was a 
disloyal act to plot to hand over to Eng- 
land territory which every American hoped 
to see some day a part of his country. 

If it can be proved that the oath which a 
Mormon apostle has to take conflicts with 
the one he will have to take if heis elected 4 
senator, then, clearly, no Mormon apostle 
belongs in the senate. It will not suffice for 
him to say that he considers the last oath 
the binding one and that he took it with no 
mental reservation or purpose of evasion. 
There are few who will believe such an as- 
sertion. 

Everything depends on the exact language 
of the oath which Senator Smoot took when 
he became an apostle. The persons who 
are seeking to have him excluded from the 
senate say that it is highly disloyal. The 
senator's friends and the dignitaries of his 
charch, many of whom will appear as wit- 
nesses for him, say it is nothing of the kind. 
When the wording of the oath is known, if 
it shall appear that by it Senator Smoot 
bound himself to oppose actively or pas- 
sively the enforcement of any of the lawsof 
his country—laws against polygamy, for in- 
stance—the average man will speedily reach 
the conclusion that he is not a fit person to 
hold a seat in the senate. 


DOCTORS AS CIVILIZERS. | 
- What feature of modern civilization has 
had most to do with the renascence of 
Japan? This question was answered the 
other day by Dr. Takamine, president of 
the New York Japanese club. In Dr. Taka- 
mine’s opinion the new life with which 
Japan is now thrilling found its initial spark 
not in occidental warfare, not in occidental 
religion, not in occidental trade, but in occi- 
dental medicine. ; 

Between 1850 and 1860 doctors from Hol- 
land settled in various parts of Japan and 
immediately demonstrated their superiority 
to the local doctors, who had received their 
scientific training under the Chinese system. 
The Dutch doctors each acquired a coterie 
of disciples. These disciples carried the 
principles of occidental medicine through 
all the provinces governed by the mikado. 

. It would bé more accurate to say “ gov- 
erned by the shogun.” The shogunate was 
still in power. Commercial intercourse with 
foreign countries was still illegal. Anti- 
foreign feeling was dominant. Yet even 
under such circumstances foreign medical 
methods were studied with enthusiasm. It 
may truly be said, therefore, that medica] 
science was the first feature of modern civil- 
ization te be introduced successfully into 
that nation, whose use of modern civiliza- 
tion is now beginning to look to certain 
people like the return of a boomerang. 

The extent to which young Japs of intel- 
lect applied themselves at this time to med- 
ical studies is clearly shown by the personnel 
of uhe ministerial cabinets that have since 
acted as nurses to new Japan. Marquis 
Ito, the greatest Jap of modern comes 
from a family almost every member of 
which has been connected with the medical

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family of similar training and history. 
“ Statistics prove,” says Dr. Takamine, 
“that out of a dozen or more of different 
sets of cabinet ministe#s who supported the 
imperial government, and whose services 
were most valuable to it, 40 or 60 per cent 
were either medical men or some derivative 
of medical men.”

{ntelligence of Japan. As far’as medical 
science is concerned, it gives new force to 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s remark that when 
posterity came to study the present age it 
would find that its noblest figure was the 
doctor. A short time ago Dr. Herzog, pro- 
fessor of pathology at the Chicago Poli- 
clinic, gave up his professorship to accept, 
at a smaller salary, the position of chief of 
the bacteriological department of the city 
of Manila. A smaller salary and a more in- 
jurious climate were to him negligible cir- 
cumstances when compared with a greater 
opportunity for his particular kind of sci- 
entific work. This is the spirit which has 
made the advance of modern science re- 
semble the advance of a new religion. 
There has been the same devotion to an 
ideal. There has been the sam¢ abandon 
of self. And the only paradisé held out as 
a reward has been the welfare of genera- 
tions yet unborn. ‘ 


INVESTIGATE THE BEEF TRUST. 

Stock raisers say they get too little for 
cattle. Housekeepers say they have to pay 
too much for steaks and roasts. The ranch- 
men say the packers are robbing them by 
combining to keep down the price of cattle 
on the hoof. The consumers say they are 
being plundered, but they are inclined to 
believe the retail butchers take a hand with 
the packers. As for the butchers and pack- 
ers, they lift their hands to heaven and 
swear they are innocent. So do all who are 
accused of combining to fleece the public. 

It is a fact that the price of dressed beef 
is about what it was three years ago, while 
cattle are much cheaper. The cost of han- 
dling beeves in packing houses has not in- 
creased. The packers find a good market at 
home and abroad for their products. Why 
should the price of dressed beef be kept up 
unless it be to enable the packers to make 
$1 more on every hundred pounds of meat 
than they did in 1901? Probably strict 
justice would divide that dollar between the 
stock raiser and the consumer, but how are 
the packers to be compelled to do that sum 
in division? = | 

Representative Martin of South Dakota, 
who has many cattle raising constituents, 
has asked the house to direct Secretary Cor- 
telyou to investigate the beef question, and 
it is likely to do so. By all means let us 
have an investigation. It is a harmless an- 
sesthetic. It dulls the edge of discontent. 
If Secretary Cortelyou shall be ordered to 
probe the beef trust the packers will not 
tremble, and the retail butchers will not 
cut prices, but the cattle men will say that 
the national government has taken up their 
cause and will do something for them, while 
the beef eaters will have a lively hope that 
in the happy future Uncle Sam will get them 
cheaper meat. While the investigation is 
dragging its slow length along fewer com- 
plaints will be heard about the packers, who 
will continue to make money. 

Yet there is a sad possibility that the in- 
vestigation will accomplish nothing. In 
most cases the searching inquiriés of de- 
partments, commissions, or committees add 
to the mass of printed matter issued by the 
government and do nothing more. The pro- 
posed investigation of the beef question, if 
ordered, may have no other outcome. Nev- 
ertheless let the department of commerce 
and labor take up the question and send 
out its special agents. That will pacify the 
public for several months, and in the mean- 
time natural causes may force dressed beef 
down or cattle on the hoof up. Then con- 
sumers or ranchmen will say “ the investiga- 
tion did it.”

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyrigh t: 1904: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


FEW years ago the name of Gen. de 
Boisdeffre was on every lip. He was 
persona gratissima at St. Petersburg, 
the object of many attentions on the 
part of Emperor William, while in 

France his position as chief of the general 
staff was equivalent to that of generalissimo. 
Indeed, his power and influence were to such 
an extent superior to those of the president 
of the republic that they contributed in no 
esmall measure to Casimir Perier's sudden 
resignation of the office of chief magistrate 
of France. Six years ago the general re- 
signed, not of his own accord but compelled 
to do so by the force of public opinion in 
France in connection with the discovery of 
the Col. Henry forgeries in the Dreyfus af- 
fair. Since then he has been living on haif 
pay in the strictest retirement, ignored by 
all those members of the imperial family of 
Russia who, until the scandal in which he 
became involved, overwhelmed him with at- 
tention. And now he has just reached the 
age Hmit, and has passed out of the service 
into civil life without any of the customary 
token of appreciation on the part of the. 
French war department or 6f the govern- 
ment. 

The general belongs to an ancient family 
of Normandy which has always been con- 
nected with the French army, one of his an- 
cest6rs having been killed at the battle of 
Blenheim, another at the battle of Mal- 
claquet. Other members of the house of 
Le Mouton de Boisdeffre fell in,the Napo- 
leonic campaign at the beginning of the last 
century, while the general himself, who has 
just quitted the service, had a most dis- 
tinguished career until the time when. he 
compromised himself to such a degree in the 
Dreyfus‘case. At the war department at 
Washington he will be remembered in con- 
nection with the charges which he so un- 
justifiably brought against Capt. Borup, tlie 
military attaché of the United States lega- 
tion at Paris, charges which bore striking 
evidence of the fack of exactitude in his 
statements and information, which consti- 
tuted the shadow, if I may use the expres- 
sion, to his brilliancy, his cleverness, and 
his quickness in other respects. 


- De Boisdeffre first came into prominence 
as military attaché at St. Petersburg during 
the time that Gen. Chanzy was ambassador, 
and there became not only a favorite of both 
Alexander IT. and of Alexander III. but also 
of the latter’s consort. The now widowcd 
empress in those days was passionately fond 
of dancing, and indefatigable, and De Bois- 
deffre made himself famous as her preferred 
partner and As the most perfect and untir- 
ing waltzer of the court of Russia. 

Years afterward, at the time of the corona- 
tion of the present czar, Gen. de Boisdeffre, 
then a general and chief of the general staff 
of the French army, was sent from Paris to 
convey to the young emperor the good wishes 
of the French government on his accession 
‘to the throne, and at the same time to repre- 
sent the French army at the obsequies of 
Alexander III.. Before leaving the banks of 
the Neva on the termination of his mission 
he inquired whether he might be permitted 
to pay his respects to the widowed czarina, 
and the latter intimated her readiness to re- 
ceive him. Passionately devoted to her big, 
burly husband, she had born up until then 
‘with a fortitude afid calmness that not mere- 

y astounded but likewise alarmed her rela- 
ives. 
- 

t the appointed hour the general was ad. 
mitted to her presence. As he bent low overt 
the hand which she had extended for him to 
kiss, the remembrance of the previous occa- 
sion when they had met and of the deep 
affection which her husband had always ex- 
pressed for the general came to her mind, and 
without reflecting what she was doing she 
suddenly seized hold of the general's bowed 
head between her two hands, kissed him 
again and again on the forehead and cheek, 
and burst into a fit of passionate and hysteri- 
cal weeping which seemed absolutely to de- 
prive her of her senses. It was a most pitia- 
ble spectacle for all present—the first time 
that she had shed a tear since her husband’s 
death—and the incident was brought to a 
close by the poor woman being borne, haif 
fainting and sobbing wildly, from the audi- 
ence chamber by her son, the czar, and by 
her attendants, 


_ It was at one of the grand maneuvers ef 
the Russian army, which he attended as 
the guest of Alexander III., that Gen. de 
Boisdeffre made the acquaintance of Em- 
peror William, who at the time took a great 
fancy to him and remained in correspond- 
ence with him until the Dreyfus episode 
cropped up. The correspondence began in 
an odd fashion. During the course of the 
maneuvers in question they happened to dis- 
cuss the strategy displayed by the Cartha- 
ginian Gen. Hannibal in his Italian cam- 
paign. William astonished De Boisdeffre by 
opposing the latter’s views with regard to 
the disposition of the troops of the battle of 
Cannae, finally declaring that he possessed 
the documents upon which he based his as- 
sertion and that he would on getting back 
to Germany send a detailed expedition of 
his arguments in writing to the general. 

The latter returned to France and had al- 
most forgotten the incident, when he re- 
ceived through the German embassy at Paris 
a voluminous roll, together with a long let- 
ter of six closely written pages in the Kaiser's 
own hand, the former containing a plan of 
the battle of Cannae, drafted by himself and 
covered with notes destined to support his 
arguments with regard to Hannibal's tac- 
tics, while the letter, which was written in 
the purest French, eontained further consid- 
erations by the emperor on the subject. De 
Boisdeffre hastened to reply to the kaiser, 
thanking him for his letter, and from that 
time forth a friendly correspondence on the 
subject of, military matters was kept up be- 
tween William and the general, which lasted 
until the time of the arrest and court martial 
of Dreyfus. Among the documents on the 
strength of which that officer was convicted 
was a note alleged to be in the handwriting 
of the kaiser and which has since been con- 
clusively shown to have been a palpable 
forgery. Naturally the members of the 
court martial, being aware of the inter- 
change of letters between the kaiser and 
Gen. de Boisdeffre, took it for granted that 
the latter was acquainted with the character 
of the kaiser’s handwriting, and assumed 
that there could be no doubt as to the au- 
thenticity of the document which he, the 
general, as chief of staff, had caused to *e 
furnished to the court martial, as written by 
the emperor and as one of the most damning 
pieces of evidence against Dreyfus. 

Of course, the climax came when Col. 
Henry of the general staff, one of the most 
trusted subordinates of De Boisdeffre, con- 
fessed to having forged most of the evidence 
on which Dreyfus was convicted, and then 
on being arrested cut his throat with his 
razor, which had been thoughtfully left in 
his cell, presumably with this object in view. 

That Henry perpetrated these forgeries 
in obedlence. to orders every one is con- 
vineed, and, rightly or wrongly, it was as- 
sumed at the time of the colonel’s suicide 
that no one but his chief, Gen. de Boisdeffre, 
would have ventured to assume the respon- 
sibility of giving any such orders or would 
have been obeyed by a man possessed of the 
rugged honesty which Henry had inherited 
from his peasant parents, but which was sub- 
ordinated to his slavish obedience to the com- 
mands of his military superiors. So strong 
was this impression that Gen. de Boisdeffre, 
whose ancestry goes back to.the famous 
Marshal de Blainville, was forced to give up 
his chieftainship of the general staff to go 
on half pay and to retire to his chateau sit- 
tated on the borders of Normandy and 
Maine, which has been in the possession of 
his family for near 300 years. 

It is a curious coincidence that at the mo- 
ment when his connection with the army is 


being reinstated therein with the rank of 
colonel.

DENIES PLEA OF CLUB WOMEN. 


Kabo Corset Company of Aurora Refuses 
to Arbitrate Differences with Its 
Girl Employes. 


The efforts of the Hull House Woman’s 
club to induce the Kabo Corset company of 
Aurora to arbitrate questions which caused 
a strike of its 350 girl employés and a sub- 
sequent lockout at the plant, yesterday met 
with a definite rebuff. In a letter to Miss 
Gertrude Barnum, chairman of the com- 
mittee which has had the matter in charge, 
Simon Florsheim, superintendent of the fac- 
tory, declined to accept the suggestions of 
the club. : 

The club became interested as the result 
of a circular sent to the club women of IIli- 
nois by the Women’s Trade Union lkague. 
It asserted that the locked out girls are in 
the right, and urged Illinois women to refuse 
to buy the corsets-made at the plant. 

‘‘The company said it could not afford to 
pay the wages the union demanded,” said 
Miss Barnum, “ ad that it would have to 
close. I called the attention of the super- 
intendent to the compromise offered by the 
union, which was only a 5 per cent increase 
in the first place. The last thing the union 
asked was a guarantee that the low paid | 
workers, who received 45 cents a day, should 
not be cut.” 

The superintendent's letter asserted that 
the corset factory was “a light, pleasant 
place,” and that the employers gave a pi¢nic 
every summer to the workers. 

“As to the picnic,” said Miss Barnum, 
“the women prefer good wages to a picnic 
Nearly all of them are paid | 
less than $6 a week.” 


[ many 4S HEDDA GABLER. or 


To portray Hedda Gabler with so much of 
humanness and reasonableness that that 
most unattractive of the Ibsen heroines 
awakens the sympathy of the spectator is 
about the highest artistic achievement whicna. 
any actress can hope to compass in the part. 
There are Ibsen purists who stickle for a 
totally hard, heartless Hedda—a feminine 
fiend whose mind is brilliant but wholly de- 
generate, whose meanness is relentless, and 
whose cruelty is unbounded. They would 
have her depicted as despicable as she seems 
to him who reads the play casually and for 
the first time. . 

But there are other students of Ibsen who 
even while they may withhold unqualified ap- 
proval of the Norwegian dramatist are firm 
in their belief that whatever may be his 
faults or his peculiarities, his dramatic char- 
acters are always distinctly human. And 
Hedda is of such as these. She is thoroughly 
despicable, but she is human, and, being 
human, she is not without certain attributes 
which, if properly revealed, can but awaken 
a feeling of pity and possibly sympathy in the 
onlooker’s heart. It was by skillfully dis- 
covering these attributes that Miss Mary 
Shaw succeeded in reaching her auditors at 
the Garrick theater yesterday afternoon and 
in intensifying the high esteem in which she 
is held as an actress. 


Hedda Gabler, as portrayed by Miss Shaw, 

is a woman, not a fiend. She is a splendid 

ture, full of spirit and fine animalism, 
with a mind capable and keen, but made 
mean by being turned on itself through in- 
activity and w@nt of proper outlet for its 
energies. We watch her during two days of 
terrible eventfulness, and we see her do not 
a single act of kindness, of sincerity, or of 
goodness. She is wholly selfish, and we see 
her cruel, deceitful, and finally indulging in 
something closely akin to actual crime—the 
destroying of the manuscript. 

And yet, as portrayed by Miss Shaw, there 
is lack of all this meanness and ugliness 
of deed, a suggestion of the woman, who, 
had she been placed amid other conditions, 
would have been capable of actions better, 
purer, and truer than anything we see her 
do. It is like watching some splendid ani- 
mal, which, captured but still untamed, 
stands in its cage powerless to use its 
strength, and yet conscious of that strength. 
Meanness, hatred, and cruelty have their 
birth in such conditions, and yet the fine 
bigness and dignity of the imprisoned crea- 
ture compel admiration. 

So with Hedda. Sympathy goes out to her 
in spite of her miserable, contemptible acts, 
because of the terrible tangle of conditionsin 
which she has enmeshed herself and from 
which she realizes she cannot escape. We 
condemn her deeds, but we pity her mental 
suffering and unrest. Such at least is the 
feeling awakened by the Hedda of Miss Shaw, 
and the writer can but fee] that the portrayal 
is a masterly one and finds its chief artistic 
value in just this quality of overshadowed 
and unapplied but inherent and insistent 
womanliness that characterizes it. It is the 
portrayal of a complex and intensely inter- 
esting study in feminine nature which speaks 


‘in the highest and most unqualified praise 


of Miss Shaw’s keenness of perception, in- 
telligence, and artistic insight, and of her 
thorough mastery of the mechanical side of 
her art. 

The performance in its entirety is one of 
excellent balance and symmetry. Occasion 
will be taken later to speak of the 
work of the individual members of 
the company. Suffice it now that the 
Tesman of Mr. Donald Robertson, the 
Mrs. Elvsted of Marion Ashworth, the 
Lovborg of William J. Townshend, and the 
Brack of Frank Denithorne were each 
pitched in the right dramatic key and were 
impersonations deserving of sincere and vir- 
tually unqualified commendation. 

“Hedda Gabler” will be repeated at the 
Garrick every afternoon this week and next 
except Saturday and Sunday. —

FINAL FAIR DIVIDEND PAID. 


Business of the Exposition Practically 
Wound Up by Distribution of 
$256,000 to Stockholders. 


The payment of $256,000, a dividend of 4.65 
per cent, to all stockholders, yesterday 
practically was the final step in winding up 
the business of the World’s Columbian Ex- 
position company. With the dividend of 10 
per cemt paid June 9, 1894, this makes a 
total of 14.65 per cent of the capital stock 
returned to subscribers.’ Many stockhold- 
ers expressed their satisfaction, as at first 
it was thought less than 10 per cent would 
be paid. 

The company at the same time paid Con- 
troller McGann $232,500 as a dividend of 4.65 
per cent on the $5,000,000 of world’s fair 
bonds issued by the city. Mr. McGann 
turned the money over to City Treasurer 
Hummel, who at once decided to take up 
$224,000 of the exposition bonds, paying a | 
premium of %% percent. This leaves out- 
standing $4,293,000 in fair bonds. Principal 
and interest are to be paid by taxation apart 
from the city’s corporate levy. «

scribers of larger sums—$100 and upwards— 
asking them to waive the condition under 
which the subscriptions were pledged—that 
the entire sum of $750,000 be promised before 
any of the money was collected. The re- 
sponse to this circular was generally favor- 
able, and believing that the subscribers of 
smaller amounts would be equally willing to 
waive all conditions the trustees have de- 
cided to go ahead with the building, trusting .

After it Is shown that the club 
women are behind Mrs. Busey the friends of 
the Urbana women declare it will be impossi< 
ble for the delegates to close their ears to the 
demands of the women who established the 
Juvenile court, fought for the Parental school 
and the St. Charles home, who support the 
Vacation schools, and who established the 
pure milk commission.

This 
can best be avoided by clothing the child at 
night so that bed clothing is not needed, or 
by fastening the bedding loosely over it but 
in such a manner thaf it cannot be kicked off, 
for it is almost impossible for the mother or 
nurse, however watchful, to keep the bed 
clothes over a child, especially when it has 
been put to bed in a warm room. The child 
cannot sleep well when too warm. so quite 
naturally and properly it kicks off the cov- 
ering. Care should be taken also that the 
child is not made too warm at night, for this 
ihvites the {ll we are attempting to prevent. 
With the child, summer or winter, night or 
day, the clothing should be such as to make 
it as comfortable as possible, remembering 
that the catarrhal inflammations of which we 
are speaking come almost as often from over- 
heating as from chilling. 

“The child should be kept out of doors as 
much &s possible, and when playing must not 
be dressed too heavily, but the feet should 
be kept warm and dry, and generally the neck 
should be protected. Adults most often con- 
tract colds from light or defective footwear, 
with consequent cold or wet feet, or from 
occupying chilly apartments, from sitting in 
warm rooms with their wraps on, or from 
changing clothing to lighter suits during the 
day or evening. The infectious colds come on 
without warning or apparent cause and can- 
not be guarded against excepting by main- 
taining the vitality at the best possible point 
by hygienic living. : 

“Regular physical exercise, and for many 
the cold morning bath, are valuable proph- 
ylactic measures. Those who are de- 
bilitated or worn out by dissipation, worry, 
or overwork are peculiarly liable to the dis- 
astrous effects of colds, such as pneumonia, 
rheumatism, and diseases of the heart. There- 
fore these conditions must be forestalled. 
It is unnecessary to enlarge upon the evils of 
dissipation or upon the folly of worry, as 
they are apparent to all thinking people. As 
a rule, to which there are few exceptions, no 
one is injured by hard work, mental or 
physical, provided they have regular and 
temperate habits and take sufficient rest. 

** During the fall, winter, and spring months 
in this city 22 per cent of all deaths are the 
direct result of diseases that are frequently 
caused by what is popularly known as taking 
cold, and it is probable that half of these 
fatal cases are due to willful carelessness or 
neglect. 


‘* Finally, let me urge, prevent colds when- 
ever possible; falling in this attempt, quickly 
abort the attack, and if this does not suc- 
ceed, stay at home and give nature a chance 


to effect a cure. If nature is slow, get your 
physician f> help her. Remember that chil- 


dren are by nature heediess, and a thousand 
precepts without personal oversight are gen- 
erally useless. Adults are but grown up chil- 
dren, who are commonly careless and willful. 
Some will profit by good advice, but others 
are hopelessly determined to have their own 
way, and not a few of them will unnecessarily 
early have their own funerals.” 
| 

Having discussed the different kinds of 
colds and their conditions, he then discussed 
simple home remedies and their application. 
Some home remedies that should not be used 
were spoken of, the effects of certain stimu- 
lants and drugs, those that were safe in the 
hands of the laity and those that should be 
administered only by professional hands. 
Could we fully grasp and apply all these 
doctors say of the simple prevention of early 
symptoms we would indeed be fortunate.

FIGHT "0 SAVE STRERY, 


REAL ESTATE BOARD ON RECORD 
AGAINST MAIL SHED. 


Plan to Abandon Dearborn Front Side- 
walk to Postoffice Is Strongly Op- 
posed—Would Work Hardship, and 
Government Is Bound Anyway to 
Provide Proper Facilities—Proposi-| 
tion Declared to Be Scheme to Hide 
the Defects of Federal Building. 


The proposition of the postal authorities te 
ask the abandonment of the Dearborn street 
sidewalk for loading purposes yesterday was 


real estate board. Resolutions were adopted 
urging the council not to consent and there 
was a heated discussion. The members, at 
the close of the meeting, united in declaring 
that should the resolutions fail of effect fur- 
ther measures would be tried. George Birk- 
hoff introduced the following resolution: 
Resolved, That the Chicago real estate board 
is opposed to depriving the public of the use 
of the sidewalk in front of the postoffice in Dear- 
street and all other streets in the manner 
contemplated, and respectfuily ‘urges the city 
authorities to withhold consent to such change’ 
whenever it is asked by the postoffice authorities. 


Denies People Are to Blame. 

“ Postmaster' Coyne is a good postmas- 
ter, but makes poor apologies for the gov- 
ernment,” said Frank G. Hoyne. “ He says 
the people ‘of Chicago themseives are to 
blame for the condition which requires the 
measure. How are they, when the building 
is begun in one generation and completed 
in another?’”’ 

** Mr. Coyne has stated,”’ said Mr. Birkhof, 
“that it now would cost $300,000 to recon- 
struct the basement to provide for the proper 
handling of the mail. It appears to me that, 
after fooling away millions, as the govern- 
ment has in that building, $300,000 is a baga- 
telle. Let them make the alterations if they 
cost half a million rather than rob us of one 
of our best streets. At the best, the service | 
we would get with their shed over half the 
street would be poor. 

“ During many years the city has mair- 
tained a nuisance on ali four sides of that 
block, with its fence around the sidewalk.

Kerfoot Raises Legal Point. 

William D. Kerfoot questioned whether the 
government had legal rights in the matter. 

“That section of Dearborn street lying 
south of Monroe street was not opened up 
until long after the fire,’ he said. “ I donot 
know whether this gives the government any 
leeway in the matter, but it appears strange 
that Dearborn should be selected from out of 
the four streets.” 

**We not only are citizens of Chicago but 
citizens of the United States as well,’’ said 
E. A. Halsey. “ The government is not mak- 
ing us a gift, but has undertaken to provide 
us with a satisfactory postal service, as our 
due. The question of expense does not enter 
the quéstion at all.’”’ 

The resolution was adopted unanimously 
and copies ordered sent t6 each member and 
to the mayor and councilmen. 


URGES LOWERING OF TUNNELS. 


Real Estate Board Adopts Resolutions 
and Approves the Tax List Manda- 
mus Proceedings. 


The real estate board yesterday adopted 
resolutions with a view to hastening the 
lowering of the tunnels under the Chicago 
river. The report of the revenue committee 
on the mandamus secured ordering the pub- 
lication of the 10903 tax list by the county 
commissioners also was read and approved. 

Wyllys W. Baird read the report of the 
river improvement committee, which em- 
bodied the tunnel resolutions. It stated that 
as Gen. Walter C. Newberry was leaving for 
Washington he was made the representative 
of the committee.

WORKING WITH SCALPERS 


Protective Bureau Suspects a Well Or. 
ganized Gang — Missouri 
Takes a Hand in Sugar Rate War.

Missouri Pacific in Rate War.
